The Denver Union Terminal Rail- 
wa company has practically finished 
the w’ork of rebuilding 
the 
Union 
station at Denver, Colo., at a cost of 
more than $1,000,000, says a Denver 
dispatch of June 25th. 
The wings of 
the 
new 
structure 
were carried over from the old sta­ 
tion and are of Lyons sandstone. The 
central portion is entirely new. 
It is 
of manufactured granite 
or .terra 
cotta with granite duct facing, and 
»he new* station compares favorably 
with structures of the kind 
in other 
large centers of population. 
The main central portion 
of 
the 
building is entirely 
completed 
and 
contains the main waiting-room, ticket 
offices, retiring 
rooms, 
and 
other 
facilities. 
The wings of the building 
contain rooms for the handling of ex­ 
press and mail 
trail ic, 
dining-room, 
waiting-rooms of 
immigrant 
traffic, 
and the baggage room. 
There are eight passenger tracks 
for handling incoming and outgoing 
trains, and one open through running 
track at the outer edge of the station 
yard. 
The tracks are separated by 
concrete platforms. 
The tracks run 
parallel with 
the 
station 
building 
and are crossed by subways, one at 
each end of the building for baggage, 
express and mail, and one centrally 
located for passengers. 
Exit passen­ 
gers go down through the subway and 
out over ramps, thus doing away with 
stair climbing. Viaducts at each end 
of the depot carry street traffic over 
the tracks. 
In1erlocking plants are to be in­ 
stalled at each end of the station yard 
which will govern the in and out move­ 
ments of all trains using the station. 
The Burlington and Union Pacific, 
with its tenant, the Rock Island, enter 
from the east; and the Rio Grande, 
and the Colorado & Southern, with its 
tenant, the Atchison, enter from the 
south and w’est. 
The ownership is 
divided equally among six trunk lines, 
namely, the Burlington, Denver & Rio 
Grande, Colorado & Southern, Rock 
Island, Atchison and Union Pacific; 
whereas previously the old company 
was ow’ned by three of the lines, the 
Union Pacific, Denver A: Rio Grande 
and Colorado £ Southern; the Bur­ 
lington, Rock Island and Atchison be­ 
ing tenants. 
All of the roads enter­ 
ing Denver use this new* terminal ex­ 
cept the Denver £ Salt Lake and the 
Denver, Laramie & Northwestern.
